Owing to a strike on the Hudson 
Valley Railroad and certain dis- 
turbancts eonneetrd therewith, the 
Second Regiment of the National 
Guatd is now doing duty along the 
line. Monday evening Bourgeon, 
who works in one of the mills in 
(ileus Kails, was returning home 
from work. He was deaf and there- 
fore could not bear the soldier 
ordering him to "move on." The 
latter, mighty in his little brief 
authority, was incensed over what 
appeared to be contempt of his 
power, and clubbed the man on the 
head wilh his musk. \t day 

Bourgeon died. 

'There should be an immediate 
and stern investigation of this mat- 
ter, and suitable punishment in- 
flicted on the soldier, if proven 
guilty of having exceeded his au- 
thority. And that he did exceed 
his authority by using excessive 
force seems palpable. The man 
was making no resistance, had offer- 
ed no violence; was, as a matter of 
fact, peaceably returuing home af- 
ter his day's work. 'The mere fact 
thai he was not moving fast enough, 
or for that matter was not mo\ 
at all, even when ordered to do 
did not justify killing, nor the 
application of unusual or iinnci 
aiy force 

A policeman is not justified in 
clubbing a man to death because 
the latb r doSS not "move on " He 
is not justified in clubbing him at 
all for such an offense. He may 
arrest him in his discretion, and if 
the man resits he may use reason- 
able force in subduing him. 'There 
is no law which invests the soldier 
with greater authority than the 
policeman under like circumstances. 
'This country is not liu- 
yet. and soldiers should learn the 
extent and limitation of their au- 
thority before they set out to club 
men to death merely because they 
do not "move on.

A Discourse on the Law of 
Veracity. 
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OTfl '""' /■ ,-,mli III. , 

Sunday afternoon President Gal 
laudet delivered a very Interesting 

and highly instructive lecture on 
the Law of Veracity, His text, 
which, contrary to custom, was 

given toward the close of the lec- 
ture, was from Proverbs 12 : 19 

and 80, " The lips of Truth shall 
be established forever ; but a lying 
tongue is but for a moment," "Ly- 
ing lips are abomination to the 

Lord ; but they that deal truly are 
His delight." 

At the, very opening, he showed 
that the, law of Veracity is much 
more than a mere enactment. It 
is an eternal self-existent principle. 
Truth was never created. It has 
always existed and is an innate 

acquisition of man. Every intel- 
ligent being is under a virtual 
promise to speak the truth. To 
speak the truth is the rule among 
men, notwithstanding there are 
many violations of this rule, 

lb- then proceeded to show the 

reasonableness of this law of Ve- 

raeitv, and drew a picture of what, 
human society would be if lying 
was the rule. No man would trust 
his neighbor, no man's word would 
be his bond. He then analyzed 
carefully the process through which 

one goes when ho undertakes to 
gain an advantage by lying. In 
order to gain such advantage ho 
must have .so i a f reputation for- truth, 
and in gaining an advantage by 
lying, he practically sells his reputa- 
tion for l ruth. 

The question, "Is it ever right 
to lie?" which has been much dis- 
ced by moralists, came in for a 
large part of his attention. He 
maintained that, it. is never right to 

lie. God Himself can not make 
lying right. He admitted that Ii 

■ hen lying is wise, but 
right never. May not man lie to 
save his life? His weakness may 
be ezessed. Unman nature is 
weak, but this weakness cannot be 
justified. It is far better to die 
the truth than to buy. your earthly 
salvation with a lie. Look at the 
glorious record of the Mar!

An increasing activity is marked 
along several lines in this diocese in 
missionary work. During the au- 
tumn a series of combined services 
of hearing people aud dent -mutes is 
being held, conducted by Arch- 
deacon Abbott and Rev. A. W. 
Mann, general missionary to deaf- 
mutes in eight States of the Middle 
West. They jointly visit the larger 
towns unoccupied by the Church, 
Mr. Mann delivering his message in 
the sign language and the arch- 
deacon by speech to the hearing 
poeple. 

Mr. Mann is doing an excellent 
work among this unfortunate class, 
which is almost entirely neglected 
by other Christian people. His 
sermons give information regarding 
movements in recent times toward 
the intellectual and religious ad- 
vancement of deaf-mutes, elucidate 
principles of the sign language, and 
give instances of its use in Holy 
Scripture. In a recent address he 
made this forcible statement — a 
strong plea for church unity: " A 
tact not generally realized is that 
deaf-mutes are loo few for denomi- 
national divisions. In many of the 
towns there are at least a dozen 
variant religious bodies. If all of 
these churches were to engage in 
this particular work of leaching the 
Gospel to these afflicted people, the 
utter folly of division would be 
made disagreeably apparent in the 
efforts of one denomination to build 
up a congregation at the expense of 
I he others. And in many other 
ways division is experienced by 
Christians of every name in villages 
and small communities. Division 
is expensive; it weakens. Why not 
have one united, sliong, harmonious 
Congregation of deaf-mutes at each 
large centre, instead of several lidi- 
culously small societies, continually 
at war with each other?" -Tin 
Churchman.
